This is the electronic final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
addressed to the U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement, seeking all correspondence, 
memoranda, documents, reports, records, statements, audits, lists of names, applications, 
diskettes, letter, calendar or dairy logs, facsimile logs, call sheets, tape recordings, video/movie 
recordings, notes, examinations, opinions, folder files, books, manuals, pamphlets, forms, 
drawings, charts, photographs, electronic mail and other documents and things that refer or relate 
to all communication between U.S. Department of Homeland Security and the Federal 
Government of Mexico regarding the Arizona immigration law (SB 1070). Your request was 
received in this office on September 26, 2012.
